Alliance, Jan. 31.— (Special.)— A dis­ 
astrous fire which started about 8:30 
this m orning from an overheated line- 
shaft in the lumber yards and planing 
mill of W eybrecht & Sons resulted in 
the alm ost total destruction of the en­ 
tire plant, with the exception of the 
office building and a sm all structure 
used as a finishing room. 
The total 
loss is estimated at $70.000, the lum­ 
ber stock being valued at $40,000. and 
the planing mill machinery at $30.000. 
The flames spread from an 
over­ 
heated line shaft on the first floor of 
the planing mill, and spread among 
the shavings on the second floor of 
the planing mill, and spread rapidly 
am onr the shavings on 
the 
second 
floor. 
From the buildings, fanned by 
a strong west wind. the fire w as car­ 
ried to the lumber yards adjoining, 
and soon the entire plant was a mass 
of flames, against which the efforts 
of the fire department were Ineffect, 
ive. Just east of the W eybrecht estab­ 
lishment are the Pennsylvania yards, 
where empty cars and repair materials 
are stored, but b,y valiant work the 
firemen were able to confine the flames 
to the lum ber yards.

the herd. An infectious disease known 
as hem orrhagic septicaemia, has ap- i 
peared am ong the buffalo in the park 
w ith deadly effect 
The mortality of 
this disease among domestic 
cattle 
has been placed at 90 per cent., but 
am ong the buffalo It has proved 100 
per cent., not a single one attacked j 
escaping death 
T he au thorities are puzzled to know j 
how the disease was com m unicated to 
the buffalo in the Interior of the park, 
as 
it 
is 
generally 
comm unicated 
through food and there has been no 
way in which these anim als have been 
exposed that is known. T he disease Is 
i of short duration, generally taking the 
animal aw ay within twenty four hours 
after it develops 
This disease originally cam e from 
Kgvpt and Germany, first appearing a 
few years ago in Minnesota and later 
in T en n essee 
That the disease which 
! has appeared am ong the buffalo of na- 
j tional park is the sam e as above men 
tioned has been proved beyond doubt 
on governm ent laboratory 
diagnosis 
; Two vaccinations are necessary, the 
second being adm inistered eight days 
! after the first. 
The authorities are much concerned 
over the ap p earan ce of 
this 
disease 
am ong the buffalo herd of the national 
park and are endeavoring to ward off 
anv fu rth er fatalities.
